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Infon/iOl iscn'orandura furiilBhcd by Poctal Inspector H. D. Dblinoc^ Dallas, Texa% 
or an interview ho took part In with Lee H% Ocvrald on Sunday morning, Hovember 
2h, 1S)53, hetveon the approxlrate hours or 9:^5 to 11:10 a.n. Tlioce 
present, in addition to Inspector Holmes, were Captain Will IVit's, Dallas 
Police, Forrest V. Sorrels, Local A^eat in Choree, Secret Service, end Thomas 
J. Kelly, Inspector, Secret Service. In addition, thcro ware tlii’cc Detectives 
who were apparently assicpaed to guarding Oswald as none of them took part in 
the intcrrocatlon. 

Oswald at ao .tlrao appeared confused or in doubt as to whether or not he should 
answer a question. On the contrary, he was quite alert and showed no hesitancy 
in an5^>*crlng those questions which he wonted to cns\rer, and van quite skillful 
in parrying those questions which he did not vent to answer. I got the impression 
tliat he liad d4.sclpllned his rind and reflexes to a state where 1 personally 
doubted if ho would ever have confessed. Ho denied, emphatically, liaving taken 
port In or having had any laao\jledgo of the shooting of the policeman Tlpnltt or 
of the President, stating that so for os he is concerned the reason ho was in 
custody VOS bccouso ho ^popped a policeman in the nose in a theater on Jefferson 
Avenue." 

P. 0. B0XE3— He was questioned ceporatoly about the throe boxes he had 
rented, and In each instance his answers wore quick, direct and accurate as 
reflected on the box rental applications. He stated without pronntlng tlaat 
he had rented Box 2915 at the 1-loln Post Office for several raanths prior to 
his going to Hew Orleans, that thin box was rented in his ovni name, Leo H. 

Oswald, and tliat he had tolcea out two keys to the box, and that when he bad 
closed the box, he directed that his mall ba forwarded to him at his street 
address in Now Orleans.

Ho otated that no one received mail in thio box other thoa himself, nor did t 
ho receive any nail vinder any other namo than bia own true naixs; that no one [ 
had access to tlia box other then hltTsclf nor did bo pexnit anyone else to uso [ 
this box. lie stated it was possible that on rare occasions he may have handed !• 
ona of the keys to his wife to go get his mall but certainly nobody else. lie f 
denied ei:^j>ha>.iccldy that he ever ordered a rifle under his name or any other [ 
naiue, nor permitted anyone else to ordcar a rifle to ha received in this box. * 
ITurtlier, he denied that he had ever ordered any rifle by man order or bought any f 
money order for the purpose of paying for such a rifle. fact, ho claimed ho f 
owned no rifle nod had not practiced or shot a rifle other then possibly a .22, f 
small boro rifle, since his days with the Karine Corp. He stated that “Ebw I- 
could I afford to order a rifle on uy salary of $1.25 on tour when I can't i 
hardly feed nyself on what I malce." 'v ’ 
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Wlacn r 1 if he lied a poot omco bo:: in Kew Orleans ho ctatod that he did, 
for tlu reason that ho cubocrlbcd to ccvcrol publlcatlona, at leant t\ro of 
vMch vorc publlolicd in Ruccia, one boln^ the ho:: 2 crtova paper publlchcd in 
I-linslc vhere ho nict cad married hlo vifo, end that he moved around go znuch 
that it van more practical to simply rent i>ost office bo::eo end have his 
moil foi-irardcd from one box to tho ne:cu ratlicr then colna tlirouch the process 
of furniohins chances of cddrccc to the publishers. When asked if he perniitted 
anyone other tlicn hlinsclf to c<^t mall in box c.t IIov Orleans^ he stated 

tliat ho did not. It \rill be rec culled that on this box rent application ho 
shoved that both Marina Ocirold and A. J. IHdcll. vero listed under tlio caption 
"Persons entitled to receive mail tlirouch box**. After denying that emyone else 
VOS permitted to get mall in tho boXj he van reminded that this application 
shoved the name Marina Oswald cs being entitled to roceivc mail in tlie box 
end ho replied **vcU so wliat, she won xry \rtLfo and I see nothing \/rong with 
tliat, end it cofuld very well bo that I did place her name on tho application**. 
I!b won tlicn reminded that tho application also shov;ed the nemo A. J. Eidell 
T/os also entitled to receive moll in the box, at which ho oiim;>ly ohnigccd his 
shoulders end stated **I don*t recall anything about that**. 

He stated that when he come back to Dallas and after ho hod gone tc» work for 
the Tc:<ao School Book Depository, he had rented a box at the nearby Terminal 
Annexe postal station, this being Box 6225, that this box was also rented 
in hie name, Lee E. Oswald. He stated ho hod only checked out one key for 
this box, which information was found to bo accurate, and tills key won found 
on his person at the time of his arrest. Ho profcsGcd not to recall tho fact 
that he shov^ on tho box rental eppllcation under name of corporation "Fair 
Ploy For Cuba Committee** and **American Civil Liberties Union'*. When asked an 
to why he showed these organisations on the application, he simply shrugged 
and sold that ho dldn*t recall choiring them. Whoa asked if ho paid the box 
rental fee or did the orgcnlsatlonn poy It, he stated that he paid it. In 
ensver to another question, he also stated that no one hod any knowledge that 
he hod this box other then hlmsolf . 

ORGAinZATIOITS* MEIiBERSniP H'l • V/ith respect to American Civil Liberties Union 
ho was a little evsnlve stating something to the effect that he had made some 
effort to Join but it wan never made clear whether ho had or hod not been 
accepted. He stated that he first became interested in the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee, after he went to Hew Orleans, that it started out as being a group 
of 1 n dl viauals who, lilco him, who thought and bed like political opinions. 

They did decide to organize, and did organize after a fashion, but denied that 
thesy had any president or any elected officers. Ho stated that he, himself, 
could probably be considered tho secretary since ho wrote some letters on their 
behalf end attempted to collect dues which, if I recall, wore 4^1. CO per month. 

He also stated that there van a *Tair Ploy for Cuba Conralttce** In Hew York which 
was better organized. He denied that ho van sent to Dallas for tho purpose of 
organizing such a cell in Dallas. 
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When asked IT he wco a coraamlOk, he etated caiphotically not, that he vos a 
Marxist. Gosiconc asked the dllTl’crcncc and he stated that a conrainlst Is a 
Lcnla-I!or:d.st, that ho hitcselT vao a pure Marxist, end when soaeone csl^cd 
the dirreroneo, he stated tliat it woo a Ions story end IT they didn't know, 
it vovild teJee too long to toll then. He stated further that lie had rood shout 
cvcrythlnc written hy or about Karl Marx. 

When asked os to hlo rellclon, he stated that ICcrl Itorx was his religion, sad 
in response to further <xucotlonlns he stated that come people may find the 
Bible intcrestlns reodlng# hut it was not for him, stating fui'thcr that even 
os a philosophy there vos not much to the Bible. 

MiVlUja CORP SIKVICE— Captain Frits mode some mention of his dlshonordblo 
diocliargo ftrom the Marine Corp at whleh point he bristled noticeably, stating 
tliat he had been discharged with an "honorable" dlscharco end tliat tliis was 
later chanced due to his having attempted to denounce his American Citizenship 
while ho inis living in Russia. He stated further that since his change of 
citizenship did not come to pass, he had written a letter to ISr. Coanally, 
then Secretory of tho Ilavy, ond afcer conslderablo delay, received a very 
rcopcctrul reply wherein Connolly stated ho had resigned to run for Governor 
of Te:aio, ond that hlo letter wos holng referred to the new Secretary, a llr. 
Cork, Kurth, or somathlng like that. He showed no particular cnlmoolty toward 
Mr. Connolly while discussing this feature. 

MAP— Captain Fritz advised him that among his effects in his room, there was 
found a map of the City of DaUas that had some marlca on it cid enked him to 
explain this map. OcwiJLd said he presumed ho had reference to on old City nap 
vliich ho had on which he had made come X's denoting location of firms that had 
advertised Job vacancies. He stated that ho had no transportation and either 
walked or rode a bus and that as he was constantly looldng for work, in fact 
had reclcterod for employment at the Texas Eraplpyrncint Bureau, /<rrfi that os he 
would receive leads cither from newspegoer cds or from tho Bureau or :^om 
neighbors, he would chart these places on tho map to save time in his traveling. 
He sold to the best of his recollection, most of them were out Industrial, 
presumably meaning Industrial Blvd. When asked as to why tho X at the location 
of the Texas School Book Depository at Elm end Houston, he stated tVint "Well, 

1 interviewed there for a Job, in fact, got the Job, therefore tho X". 

V)hc!a asked cs to how ho learned about this vacancy, be stated that "Oh, it wr'* 
cental formation la the neighborhood, I don't recaU Just who told me about 
!<., but I learned it from people la Mrs. Paynes' neighborhood" end tliat all the 
people around there were looluLog out for possible esployneat for him. 



AC^VnSi JUST PRIOR TO AMD EC-EIDIATEHf F0LL0171I3G ASSASSIILATIOiI ATTEM?T---To an 
inquiry m to why he went to visit ids wife on Thursday night, Itovenibor 21, 
wkOTcao he normally visited her over the \/eekend, ho stated that on this 
pa^c^ veek^ he had learned that hlo wife and Mrs. Payne were giving a

bo Dado hlo weekly violt on Tbureday night* ^

otatcd tliat ho dld^ and trhca cnl:cd ac to the contcnto of the cad:^ he otated 
that It contained hlo lunch. Tixcn, when ached cc to the olac oi* clirno of tho 
cad:, he cold ’*0h, 1 don't recall. It sxey have a cniall cade or a 1clt;^o oacl:, 
you don't always find ono that juct fits your ccjodvlchco.** >/hcn cchcd as to 
where ho placed tho cock when ho cot in the car, he sedd In lilo lap, or pocsihly 
the front coat beside hin, cu3 he alweys did becausa he didn't want to CQt it 
cruched. Eo denied tiiat be placed any padic^Q in the back ocat. Wlica advlGcd 
tlxat the driver stated that he hod brought out a lens parcel end placed It in 
tlic back coat, bo stated **0h, ho xsuct bo nlstakcn or else thinlclns about cozso 
otiicr time- when ho picked ma up.” 

Vfhexi ccl:cd ac to hie vhci'ccbouts at the time of the shootlnsj he etated that 
when lunch time caino, end he didn't coy i/hich floor lie was on, ho cold one of 
the ITesro enployeec invited him to cat lionch %nLth him end he stated ''You qo 
on dovni end cend the elevator back up and 1 will join you in a few minutcc.” 
Before ha could finish whatever he was doinc, he stated, tho coi 3 i:x)tion 
curx'cunflinc the accacalnatlon took place and when ho wont down stairs, a polico- 
non nucsoloned him as to hlo identification and his boco otated tliat ”he io ono 
of oui* cmplcycco” vlicarcupon the policemen bed him step aside moT’^antarlly. 
roUa’./in 3 this, ho Dimply vall:cd out tho front door of tho bulLUn^. 1 don't 
recall thax onyono acked why ho left or where or how, ho vent. I Just precumed 
that this hod been covered In sn earlier q^ucstionin^. 

A. J* lEuDELL IDEIE?3PlCAS?I0]iI CAED-^^Captcin Frits asked him if ha Imcv anyone 
by the name of A. J. Mdell end ho denied tliat he did. k'hen csliod if ho hod 
ever \ised thla nemo as on alias, he also trade a denial. In faeb, ha stated 
that he httd never used the name, didn't Icnow anyone by tills noma, rr\r\ nover 
had heerd of the noma before. Coptnin ITrltz then asked about the I.B. 
cord he had in his podcct bearing such a nano end ho flared up and etated 
"I've told you oil I'm coins to about that cord. You took notes. Just reed 
then for yourcelf, if you wont to refresh your mcraory." Ho told Captain Frita 
teat ”You havo tho card. How you know as much obout It as I do.** 

About 11:00 a.iQ. or a few minutes thereafter, someone licnded throush tho door 
several honscro on which there were come trousers, chirtc, end a couple of 
iTu caters. When asked If he wanted to chaneo any of his clothes before bein^ 
transferred to tho County Jail, he said "Just clve me ono of these sr^roaters.** 

He didn't like the one tlicy handed him end insisted on pubtin" on a black 
slip-over D/eatcr that had come Jacced holes in it near the front of 'the ri^ht 
shoxi^er. One cuff woe released while ho slipped tills over tho head, followings 
vlilch he vns e^ain cuffed. During this change of clothing, Clilof of Police 
Curry coma into the room and diccussod comthins in on inaudible undcartono with 
Captain Fritz, apparently for tho purposo of not lotting Ocirald hear what was 
beia^ said. I hevo no idea what this conversation was, but Just ii'esume they 
were dlDcussinc the transfer of the prisoner. I did not co downstairs to 
vltacos the further trenefer of the prisoner.
